nine-fo- ot 
pavement. 
He 
told me that the council had taken no 
action in the matter and that he and 
Mr. 
Conrad 
had 
both written 
Mr. 
Windsor to this effect, 
Mr. Windsor 
oeing the one who first advocated the 
widening of the pavement. 
At a spe- 
cial meeting held the night before the 
work was started, Mr. Bleekman 
stat- 
ed that he knew nothing about the 
action which had been taken by the 
council although I am quite sure he 
was at the meetings when the 
peti- 
tion was granted and the report of 
the committee was made. 
It is rather 
a peculiar coincidence that no action 
was taken by the council in this mat- 
ter until the day before the work was 
to-b- e 
started and that "Oliver" should 
have returned the day before. 
I am 
perfectly willing that Mr. Bleekman
